Britain in Cologne. 


Now that virtual agreement has been 
reached at the London Conference in 
regard to the evacuation of the Ruhr 
Valley, the problem of the Cologne bridge- 
head is coming once more into prominence. 
Ever since January, 1919, British troops 
have been in occupation of Cologne. 
They have been wedged iu between 


and when in January, 1923, the 
French decided to invade the Ruhr 
they were isolated completely from 
Germany, forming a little British island 
in the centre of the occupied territory. 
Under Clause 429 of the Versailles Treaty 
the evacuation of the Cologne area is duo 
to begin on January 10th, 1025, “if the 
conditions of the Treaty are faithfully 
carried out by Germany,” and the present 
British Government proposes to take early 
steps to recall the occupying troops. 
Strangely enough, the French are oppose! 
to this plan, which also is regarded with 
certain misgivings by the Germans them- 
selves. Naturally, indeed, the Germans 
want the restoration of their territory, 
but they are averse from the departure of 
the British while the Belgians on the 
one hand, and the French on the other, 
remain in occupation of the Crefeld and 
the Coblenz areas respectively. The be- 
haviour of the British troops in Cologne 
during the past five years constitutes one 
of the proudest pages in the nation’s 
history. Throughout the Great War 
Britain was the enemy in German eyes. 
No calumny was too vile to heap on her 
name; she was reviled and slandered in 
every German village, and Gott strafe 
England became almost a national motto. 
With France and Belgium the Germans 
always had a certain amount of sym- 
pathy; for the English they had nothing 
but loathing and contempt. Cologne has 
changed all that. The British Tommy 
entered into occupation as he had gone 
into war, with a music-hall ditty on his 
lips and a spirit of sublime tolerance in 
his heart. Wherever he went he took 
with him that air of careless gaiety which 
seems’ to be peculiar to his tribe, and 
within a few months the British troops 
were the most popular people in Cologne. 
When the bad times came in 1920, when 
food was scarce in Germany and the work- 
ing classes had a hard task to make ends 
meet, the soldiers in Cologne came to the 
rescue, and hundreds of German children 
owe their lives to the generosity of the 
troops. Pay was spent lavishly among 
the people, good-nature prevailed every- 
where, and the unfailing courtesy of the 
Tommy won the respect, and often the 
affection, of the most embittered enemies 
of the British Empire. Those lads in 
Cologne were the best possible ambas- 
sadors that Britain could have sent to 
Germany. They exposed the falsehood of 
the anti-British propaganda that gave rise 
to so much hatred during the war. They 
never allowed themselves to be guilty of 
excess. They were chivalrous in their treat- 
ment of the German womenfolk ; they never 
swaggered or tried in any way to humiliate 
the local population, In short, they 
behaved like gentlemen. So far as the 
Rhinelanders are concerned, at any rate, 
hatred of England is at an end. The de- 
parture of the British troops from Cologne 
will be regretted sincerely by the people, 
and no higher tribute could be paid to 
any investing force. These simple-minded 
lads from English, Scottish and Irish 
villages, unknown to themselves have done 
a great work of reconciliation.

Hadrian’s Wall. 


A fortnight ago, in the House of Com- 
mons, Mr. Jowett, First Commissioner of 
Works, said that his department was 
unable to undertake the restoration of 
Hadrian’s Wall because the land which 
surrounded the ruins was in private 
hands. Since that date, however, inquiries 
have been made, and the Office of Works 
is taking steps to have the Wall scheduled 
with a view to its preservation. A special 
correspondent of The Times writes that 
owners and occupiers of land in the 
vicinity cannot interfere with the ruins 
without authority from the department. 
Hadrian's Wall, about which Mr. 
Rudyard Kipling wrote one of his most 
fascinating stories, extends from the 
._| mouth of the River Tyne to the Solway 
Firth, and its ruins form a magnificent 
relic of the Roman occupation of Britain. 
The remnants of this famous work of 
defence are only a few feet high, but it is 
an eloquent tribute to the thoroughness of 
the Roman builders that their course can 
I be traced at all. The Wall originated in 
a chain of forts at regular intervals of 
seven furlongs. These forts were linked 
afterwards by a continuous wall, some 
twenty feet in height and ten to six feet 
wide, Near Hexham stand the remains of 
the fort of Cilernum, where rough out- 
lines of store-houses, baths and officers’ 
quarters can be seen clearly enough to 
assist the imagination to picture the ex- 
tent and security of the Roman power. 
Relics of altars erected to Asiatic gods 
show that the Roman garrison was re- 
cruited from every part of the then known 
world, and hint at the gigantic nature of 
the organisation which brought these 
soldiers so far from their homes for service 
s| under the Roman eagles. The action of 
the Office of Works in taking steps to pre- 
serve this noble relic of a great civilisa- 
tion will be welcomed by all to whom the 
glory of the past appeals.

“LOW TIDE” AT THE 
EVERYMAN, 


“Low Tide,” the new play, presented to- 
night at the Everyman ‘lheatre, by Mr. 
Norman MacDermott, is described by the 
author, Mr. Ernest George, as “‘a dramatic 
incident.” The action takes place in a tene- 
ment house and at a riverside wharf, and 
depicts a coarse slice of undiluted East End 
life. Humanity is shown at its lowest, and 
in its most unattractive aspect. 

“The dramatic incident’’ describes: how 
Pat Donovan, a bullying blackguard, brow- 
beats his weaker-willed brother into accom- 
panying him on a thieving expedition. Dan 
Donovan's wife, Mary, has been trying to 
keep him straight, but is overruled by Pat, 
who knocks the girl senseless. Marys 
mother warns the watchman at the wharf of 
the intended theft. Dan tries to get away 
while Pat’s back is turned and is shot. The 
bully then returns to the girl’s lodging and 
orders her to come away with him, but the 
parish priest turns up in time with the police 
officers, and Pat is arrested. 

I do not think that this sorid little play 
is likely to appeal to the Everyman patrons, 
although it cannot be denied a certain crude 
strength. 

Claude Raines as Pat Donovan was con- 
vincingly brutal throughout. He managed 
the low swagger very realistically; and Ivor 
Barnard as the weaker Dan also gave 4 
clever little study. The best piece of work 
of the evening was Ethel Coleridge's drunken 
mother—it was horrifying in its sodden 
realism. Mary was played by Olive Sloan, 
who worked hard to make a difficult part 
real, but Miss Sloane is better at Cockney 
humour than at Cockney tragedy.

END OF SUBMARINE’S 20,000- 
MILE CRUISE.

PORTSMOUTH, Tuesday. 

With no more ceremony than would have 
been the case had she entered port after a 
trip to Scotland, K 26, the largest British 
submarine, returned from a 20, mile tour 
to the Far East—a feat never before ac- 
complished by a submarise—slipped into Fort 
Blockhouse, the home of the submarines at 
Portsmouth, about 5.30 this evening. 

The K 26 left Portsmouth on January 2nd 
without a parent ship, and travelled un- 
accompanied - way of Gibraltar, Malta, Port 
Said, Aden, Bombay and Colombo to Singa- 
pore. She left this port on the return journey 
on June 10th. The cruise was an experiment, 
and the details are to remain secret. 

Almost as long as a light cruiser, K 26 has 
a surface speed of 24 knots, displaces 2,140 
tons, and carries three powerful guns. She is 
steam-driven on the -~*face, ah when sub- 
merged is propelled by internal combustion 
engines. Commander G. P. Thomson, of the 
Naval Intelligence rtment, took command 
to test new devices. e crew numbered 50.

LONDON. LETTER. 


THE GERMANS IN LONDON. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 


Tuzspay Nicut. 

Satisfactory progress continues to be 
made at the London Conierence. There 
is every prospect that within the next few 
days the compensation in the way of expe- 
dited paynients from Germany, which 
France is to receive in return for setting 
a time limit to the occupation of the 
Ruhr, will be officiaHy disclosed. The 
German delegates have no reason to com- 
lain at the manner in which they have 
ee received here. Large crowds have 
watched their frequent arrival at, and 
departure from, their hotel, and the de- 
meanour of the s tors in every case 
has been devoid of hostility. Like the 
representatives of other countries, they 
arrived with their own detectives from 
the Berlin police force, but lately they 
have been moving about unaccompanied 
by those whose duty it is to watch over 
them. 


Mr. James O'Grady. 


Whether in the long run Mr. James 
O’Grady’s party services will be rewarded 
with an appointment overseas or with a 
seat on the Treasury Bench remains to be 
seen. Decidedly his luck has been. out. 
When the present Ministry was formed 
the member for South-East Leeds was 
excluded therefrom, having been marked 
down as Labour's Ambassador to Moscow. 
That arrangement fell through. Then 
came the ning in Tasmania; but Mr. 
O'Grady, “hoe no. private means, 
declined the nomination when he dis- 
covered what strains there were on the 
Governor-General’s personal purse. Now 
St. Helena is going, but being marooned 
there on £800 a year is not deemed a 
sufficiently adequate recompense for ser- 
vices rendered. A place in the Govern- 
ment would mean a re-shuffling of offices, 
which contingency has been more than 
once discussed in other connections. As 
an alternative, Mr. O'Grady might be 
found such a solatium as went to Sir 
David Shackleton or a Commissionership 
of the Suez Canal, for instance, if oppor- 
tunity offers. 


The Building Dispute. 


To-day the parties to the building dis- 
pute were again in conclave at the 
Ministry of Labour. One of the leading 
officials of the Ministry suggested a com- 
promise to be operative for twelve months, 
but neither side would entertain it. There 
appears to be no disposition by either 
employers or employed to give way on the 
main points at issue. Apparently, the 
unions have a preconcerted plan to ad- 
vance on the employers in echelon. The 
engineers are organising to come out for 
an increase of £1 a week, and the 
electricians, unless their claim to a ten- 
shilling rise is gratified, will down tools 
by the end of the month. This would be 
a particularly disastrous stoppage. Not 
only would public lighting, electric, rail 
and tramway services be affected, but alse 
coal mining, textile and other large in- 
dustries which depend so largely on 
electric power. Probably, as many as 
six million workers would be rendered 
idle. Next in order are the transport 
workers, who talk of operating in 
September, while ominous threats are 
heard in all the coalfields. Then again 
the railway shopmen, having had their 
demands turned down, are considering 
their position. Wage increases might be 
considered sympathetically if employers 
were assured of any corresponding in- 
crease of output. 


Roman Catholic Disabilities. 


Mr. Blundell's Bill to repeal the ancient 
Acts imposing disabilities on Roman 
Catholics is certain to be fought line by 
line. In any case, it has no chance of 
reaching the Statute Book this year. 
There will be no room for it in the already 
overcrowded Parliamentary programme. 
Besides, it is only by a pure “fluke ' that 
a private member's Bill even gets a chance 
so late in the session. However, the bare 
introduction of the measure has caused 
a flutter, and, as the result of ‘a hastily 
summoned private meeting in the House 
on the eve of the adjournment, many 
members are already solemnly pledged to 
thwart the Bill by every means in their 
power. On the other hand, Mr. Blundell's 
backers include Church of England mem- 
bers belonging to both the Liberal and 
Labour Parties. Failing success this 
year, he will resume operations next, and 
then try his luck in the ballot for a place. 
The Bill is the direct result of the recent 
police concern with the Roman Catholic 
procession in Scotland. 


Formaldehyde. 


If the interim report of the Depart- 
mental Committee on the use of pre 
servatives and colouring matters in 
food-stuffs is adopted, it will have a 
far-reaching effect on the meat trade. 
The report has special reference to the 
employment of formaldehyde, and it 
recommends that this chemical, or any 
of its derivatives, shall be specifically 
oo amg or as a preservative substance, 

ing inimical to life and a powerful 
protoplasmic poison. One of the subjects 
to which the Committee was invited to 
give special attention was the processes 
which render possible the importation of 
beef from distant countries like Australia 
and New Zealand, chilled instead of 
frozen, enabling it to be sold in a condi- 
tion more closely approximating the fresh 
article. The Committee is emphatic in 
including these processes in its general 
condemnation of the use of formaldehyde 
in any article of food or drink. 


Foot-and-Moath Disease. 


, Although there are indications of an 
abatement of the outbreaks of foot-1nd- 
mouth disease in the Southern counties, 
which led to the cancelling of this 
autumn’s Army manceuvres, the general 
condition of affairs there is still causing 
the authorities anxiety. The reported out- 
break at Maghull, near Liverpool, is now 
confirmed. It occurred at a farm whereon 
are a valuable herd of shorthorn cows and 
a number of pigs. While awaiting in- 
structions from the Board of Agriculture 
the Ormskirk police have imposed 
emergency measures, prohibiting the 
movement of cattle and pigs within a 
radius of five miles of the farm. The 
proscribed area includes a portion of the 
City of Liverpool,

The most powerful Press combine in England 
has descended to methods hitherto unknown 
to decent journalism, and no device is too 
mean and too shady if it serves the purpose 
of those who are endeavouring to rekindle 
the dying embers of party passion against 
our State and against our people. 


THE NEXT STAGE. 


In the normal course the text of proposed 
legislative measures does not become avail- 
able to deputies until permission has been 
given for their introduction. On this occa- 
sion [ have with your consent, sir, arranged 
that copies of the measure were in. the hands 
of deputies before I rose to move this 
motion. I should say that it is the inten- 
tion of the Government that the remaining 
stages of this measure shall not be taken 
until the reassembly of the House after the 
Recess. As soon as this motion has_ been 
dealt with I propose to move that the House 
do adjourn until 21st October with the pro- 
viso, of course, that.in the event of circum- 
stances arising which might render an earlier 
resumption necessary or desirable, the Hous 
will be summoned to meet at such earlier 
date as may be thought fit. 

In the circumstances, and having been ac- 
nuainted of the desire of deputies that the 
debate on the motion for first reading 
should afford an opportunity of a .compara- 
tively lengthy and general discussion of the 
new circumstances and considerations which 
have arisen—a desire which, I hasten to add, 
is fully justified—I thought it onlv fair to 
the House to put at the disposal of members 
all the information available to the Execu- 
tive Council. For the same reason I felt 
that the House was entitled to have before 
it the complete text of the bill, which I am 
asking for permission to introduce. 


VIRTUE OF PATIENCE, 


When our story comes to be written again, 
after the atmosphere of the present time has 
passed away, I believe it will be recorded 
that as a people we showed the virtue of 
patience in an eminent degree; tried by jus-

The Treaty of 1921 offered the greatest 

possible measure of relief against that form 
of coercion, which British statesmen could 
not defend, while the echoes still hurled back 
their battle-cries of the preceding seven years 
—‘* Self Determination,’ “Government by 
consent of the governed '—and their loud 
grief for the thraldom, and joy for the release, 
of Alsace. 
The Treaty gave effect by Article 12 to the 
principle which had been proclaimed funda- 
mental in the European War, and embodied 
in the Treaty of Versailles, whose very terms 
are invoked in prescribing that a boundary 
shall be fixed between Northern Ireland and 
the rest of the country according to the wishes 
of the inhabitants, subject only to the limita- 
tion of economic and geographic considera- 
tions. 


HOT AND COLD. 


But it is said that the new province was 
no party to the Treaty of 1921. This is an 
attempt to blow hot and cold, to “‘ approbate 
and reprobate,” as the lawyers say. e new 

rovince owes its existence to the British 
Rtatute entitled ‘‘ The Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920." The political leaders of Northern 
Ireland take their stand by that Act; the 

resent-day political mischief-makers in Eng- 
land talk of that Act (imposed on Ireland 
against the will of every part of Ireland) as a 
pledge of honour. None of these people seem 
to pay much attention to the realities of the 
Act of 1920, about which they are so blatant. 

Let them turn to Section 4 for the list of 
subject matters férbidden to the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland, where they will read 
that they may not touch (among other things) 
two very pertinent subjects, namely, matters 
arising from a state of war and Treaties. 
When, therefore, a truce was called. in the 
Anglo-Irish war, and negotiations entered 
into which culminated in the Treaty of 1921, 


Northern Ireland were not, and could not 
be, parties to the truce, the negotiations or 
the Treaty. Their status. would have im- 
pliedly excluded them. The British Statute, 
to which they cling, expressly excluded them. 

Were, then, the people of Northern Ireland 
voiceless in these transactions? Were they 
left without participation in matters affecting 
them? Not at all. This is one of the delu- 
sions which are now being sedulously and 
maliciously fostered oa the great public 
which so largely consists of casual newspaper 
readers. The people who accepted the crea- 
tion of the province of Northern Ireland ac- 
cepted the exclusion from its powers of the 
topics I have mentioned, accepted the reser- 
vation of these and other matters to the 
British Parliament, accepted representation in 
that Parliament, thereby to participate in the 
exercise of the sovereign authority over these 
matters. 


BOUND BY TREATY. 


There is, therefore, not the scintilla of a 
doubt but that the people of Northern Ireland 
who accepted the Act of 1920 were, according to 
and bound by, 
the Treaty of 1921 as the people, say, of Lan- 
cashire or London, 

This is, of course, apart from the fact hat 
the Dail then spoke for the whole of Ire- 
land, a fact which I am not stressing here, 
because it is well to answer your opponent 
out of his own mouth. 

Moreover, the validity and binding force 
of the Treaty were admitted and recognised 
in the fullest manner when the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland adopted the dure pre- 
scribed by it for suspending the jurisdiction 
of the Irish Government in the six counties. 

There can, therefore, be no question. that 
the Treaty is of binding obligation between 
its signatories, and that that obligation pro- 
perly and legally binds the province of Nor- 
thern Ireland equally with every other part 
of Ireland and Great Britain. 

In the one-sided Press campaign which has 
been carried on with great vigour in England 
against us it has been sought to make us ap- 
pear as the unreasonable people throughout 


this business, while Sir James Craig is most 
reasonable. 


IMPORTANT FACTS. 


Though all ears be closed to the true merit 
of the case, I wish to refer briefly to the 
more important facts. 

First, see how the Irish people re ised 
facts when they made and ratified the Treaty. 
The new provincial Parliament and Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland, though not ac- 
cepted or recognised by the Nationalists of 
the North, was still functioning, if in a lop- 
sided and ungracious manner. The Treaty, 
with the concurrence of the Irish people, 
offered recognition to the North-Eastern Par. 
liament in either of two ways. 

Either the province should become a pro- 
vince of Ireland, retaining to the full its con- 
stitutional status, as created by the Act of 
1920, with its Parliament, its Govern- 
ment, its Law Courts and Judiciary,

That condition contained in Clause 12 of the 
Treaty is, as I have said, founded upon the 
principle which emerged on a war-cry through- 
out the world in the European War, and was 
crystallised in the Treaty of Versailles, in a 
a which “we pret g and of course 
into its proper place in the ty of 1921. 

The Irish people agreed to k nise the 
Constitution of a province of Northern Ire- 
land, even if it woúld detach itself from 
the country to which by nature it belonged 
and become a province of Britain, on condition 
that people who had been swept into it should, 
in their turn, has effect given to their wish 
not to be so detached, but to remain part of 
their native land, sharing its destiny. That 
is to say, while the Irish ple, in their 
eagerness for peace and good wil within the 
shores of Ireland, made a Treaty whereby they 
forbade themselves coercion over the people in 
the North-Eastern corner who might elect to 
stand aloof from the National overnment, 
they stipulated that the nearer population 
should not be coerced to quit their own nation 
to denationalise themselves. 

Yet the calumny is kept circulating that 
we are seeking territory out of the juris- 
diction of the provincial government, and to 
coerce its population to secede from the rule 
of the Northern Government and surrender 
to the rule of the Saorstat. That is a gross 
and deliberate calumny. The Cód sons 
politicians claim the right under the Treaty 
to determine fíor themselves what they shal) 
be governed from Westminster—Conceded. 
We insist on the condition that the people 
who claim the right under the Treaty to de- 
termine for themselves that they shall be 
governed by an Irish Government shall have 
that right made effective. We do not seek 
to coerce anyone—but we say that the prin- 
ciple of no coercion shall be applied fairly 
and impartially. 

Indeed, if we were inclined to waver in 
our insistence on this principle, events must 
have urged us on. he Northern Govern- 
ment had not even the tact to wait for 
another time, but proceeded with shameless 
urgency to disfranchise the very people for 
whom fortunately the Treaty gave this pro- 
tection. They have been made into the 
hewers of wood and ‘drawers of water that 
their temporary Governors without conceal- 
ment considers is the proper sphere of people 
of their race and faith. 

e British Government has never hesi- 
tated to acknowledge its obligation to carry 
out the Treaty in the letter and im the spirit. 
As I have already explained, the obliga- 
tion oí the British Government binds i á 
Northern Ireland. That obligation includes 
an obligation to give effect to Article 12 of 
the Treaty. The British Government has 
recognised that obligation by introducing as 
a Government measure a bill in accordance 
with an agreement between the two Govern- 
ments to end the obstruction of the Nor- 
thern Government to the performance of that 
Article. Should that bill passed, the com- 
wan and final performance of the Treaty 
ecomes a matter of course. We agree that 
the bill meets the situation in a simple and 
effective manner. The decisions of the 
Boundary Commission under the Treaty 
(which was given the force of law in both 
countries) would have been effective legally 
without further legislation on our part. We 
propose to give the force of law to the agree- 
ment scheduled to the new British bill, in 
order that the findings of the Commission, 


manner. 


It is true there has been delay. For that 
our own troubles are in part responsible. We 
have had perforce to devote our whole 
energies to the establishment of ordered 
Government here before we could face the 
questino of election between our Government 
and another. Then followed changes of 
Government in Britain, each new Govern- 
ment on assuming office taking up this ques- 
tion anew, and each hoping it might be re- 
lieved of the trouble of dea ing with us. The 
panacea was a conference with Sir James 
Craig. We desire earnestly peace and amity. 
Where others were hopeful, I went again 
and again to the conferences. I had to con- 
fess that there was nothing offered which I 
could bring to this Dail and say, here is a 
working proposition, or even, here is a hope 
of a working proposition. The statements 
which have been made in the British Press 
as to demands and counter-demands are quite 
untrue. As .I have over and over again 
pointed out, we have never staked a ein 
to this piece of territory or that. But I ad- 
here to the principle of the Treaty (by what- 
ever machinery worked out) that the wishes 
of the inhabitants shall prevail, and I am 
unable in any conference to admit that the 
ideas of any pair of conferring politicians 
shall override those wishes. 

I have met Sir James Craig time and ti:ne 
again in an effort to discover whether ac- 
commodation could not be secured. Time 
after time Sir James has maintained the 
same attitude. In his own words, he “will 
not budge an inch.” He has never budged 
an inch. He has never made the slightest 
advance towards accommodation. He has 
never made any practical contribution to a 
solution of his difficulties. I see that in a 
recent statement Le has reiterated his 
willingness to meet me. I have never been 
unwilling to meet him, but if his attitude re- 
mains unchanged I can imagine no useful 
purpose which could be oatved by the meet- 
ing. If he agrees to appoint his Commis- 
sioner, I, on my part, am quite prepared to 
do everything in my power to assist in the 
determination of the boundary in a manner 
fair and reasonable to all concerned. 

At the last meeting of the Dail deputies 
stated that the Treaty had been broken. This 
allegation was sufficiently answered on that 
occasion. There has been delay in fulfilment 
certainly, but, so far as the British Govern- 
ment is concerned, they have stated in un- 
equivocal terms that His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have no doubt that it was the inten- 
tion of Parliament when they approved and 
ratified the Treaty, that, in the event of the 
Government of Northern Ireland exercising 
their option under Article 12 the Commis- 
sion to be appointed under the proviso to 
that Article should, in fact, be appointed 
that they felt bound in honour to secure, 
so far as lay in their power, that that in- 
tention would be carried into effect. 

They added that not merely the honour of 
His Majesty’s Government, but the honour 
of their country was involved in seeing that 
an obligation definitely mr upon 
them by a Treaty would be fulfilled 
in the spirit and in the letter.

DUBLIN LABOUR 
TROUBLES. 


STRIKE OF FITTERS’ HELPERS. 


A further development in the strike of 
fitters’ helpers at the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Works, Inchicore, Dublin, 
which began last Saturday, took place yes- 
terday morning, when forty other vicemen 
and helpers stopped working at a moment’s 
notice. ere are ninety men on strike. 

The extension of the strike is attributed 
to a difference between the vicemen and the 
fitters. The latter, it is said, claim that the 
work of the vicemen should be given to 
them. The fitters, who are skilled workers, 
receive £5 17s. a week in wages; while the 
vicemen, who are semi-skilled, receive £4. 

Thirty employés of Messrs. Lemon and 
Company, Limited, confectioners, 49 Lower 
Sackville street, went on strike yesterday, as 
a protest against the dismissal of a fellow- 
worker. The premises were picketed, but 
business was carried on as usual. The 
strikers, like most of the men who are “out, ”’ 
at the Inchicore Railway Works, are mem- 
bers of the Irish Workers’ Union, which was 
founded by Mr. James Larkin.

WOMAN’S PRESENCE OF MIND.

NATIVE TROOPS FIRE 
WITHOUT ORDERS.

CAIRO, Tuesday. 
British troops are being hurried to 
Cairo and the Sudan as a result of the 
serious disturbances which threaten the 


peace of the country and the British Ad- 
ministration. 

The situation is not regarded as serious, 
but every precaution is being taken to 
suppress the insurrectionary movement 


which is being fomented by the Egyptian 
extremists. 


An official account of the military out- 
breaks is issued here this evening. The 
first trouble an in Khartoum, where the 
cadets on Sat y left their schools armed 
with rifles, being followed by a large and 
excited mob, The authorities did not inter- 
fere until the cadets returned to their 
quarters, when they were surrounded by a 
company of British troops and disarmed, 
afterwards being placed under arrest. 

. A more serious mutiny followed at Atbara. 
On Monday some thirty soldiers of the 


Egyptian Railway Battalion held a demons- 


tration, at which incendiary speeches were 
made, and certain damage done to blic 
property. The men defied their officers, 
and refused to subject themselves to mili- 
tary discipline. A detachment of mounted 
infantry of the Egyptian Army, with some 
British troops, arrived later, and restored 
order without having to use force. 
Next morning, however, the matinous 
troops, in disobedience of orders, again broke 
out of their barracks, and having armed 
themselves with iron bars, bricks, lengths of 
Piping and scrap iron, terrorised the town. 
he regular troops were called out, and the 
mutineers were induced to return to their 
quarters, pickets being stationed around the 
building. 
For a time it seemed that the trouble had 
ended, but the railway troops suddenly broke 
out, and, armed with all manner of missiles 
and clubs, attacked the mounted infantry 
detachment, who were compelled in self- 
defence to fire. There were 20 casuaities — 
4 killed and 16 wounded. 

There was also an outbreak by the rail- 
way troops at Port Sudan, and Britisn troops 
are being sent. Here some thirty soldiers 
of the Egyptian Railway Battalion, led by a 
dismis ost Office official, armed with 
heavy clubs and other weapons, paraded the 
town and defied all the authorities. After 
noisy demonstration the men returned to 
their barracks. 

It is stated here to-night that no British 
troops were present at Atbara when the 
bloodshed occurred. The Sudanese troops, it 
appears, fired without orders. 

As stated above, the situation is well in 
hand, but the Sudan garrisons will be re- 
inforced by British troops.

SECRET MOVEMENTS OF 
TROOPS. 


STORIES OF PLOT FOR A 
RISING. 
CAIRO, Tuesday. 

During the past few days there has been 
an important secret concentration of Egyptian 
troops at the ports, particularly at Alexandria. 
It is stated that in the course of the inquiry 
into the attack on Zaghlul Pasha, the authori- 
ties discovered evidence of a plot organised by 
Turkish agents for a rising this month at 
Alexandria against the existing régime on be- 
half of Abbas Hilmy Pasha, the last Khedive. 
and that these military movements, as well 
as the recent searches in Turkish houses and 
the arrests of the two Turkish Pashas are 
mtended to forestall this. 

There is a general feeling, however, that 
whatever truth there may be in the story of 
a Khedivist plot, there is more behind the 
military movements than meets the eye. It 
is pointed out that the Cabinet recently con- 
sidered the question of the Libyan frontier, 
where Italy claims the oasis of Jarabub 
(which Egypt maintains has always been 
within her boundaries), while Egypt claims a 
strip of land to the west of Sollum, and that 
it is the curious coincidence that these dis- 
cussions should synchronise with the move- 
ments of troops into Alexandria and the 
Western district. 

Further, an air of mystery is added to the 
whole affair by the fact that these movements 
have been carried out without any intimation 
of what the Egyptian Government teared 
being given to the responsible British officers 
and officials in the Egyptian Service, or to 
the Residency. 

This, combined with the fact that the mili- 
tary dispositions go further afield than would 
be justified by any Khedivist plot in Alex- 
andria or Khedivist landing at Sollum on 
the lines of the 1920 plot which was recently 
discovered, causes the question to be freely 
asked whether the Egyptian Government does 
not contemplate the possibility that anti- 
Khedivist action might afford an ideal oppor- 
tunity to vindicate its claims to the disputed 
points on the Western frontier. 

Whatever may be the real motive of this 
activity, they certainly reveal a state of 
serious apprehension on the part of the 
Egyptian authorities, and the absence of any 
explanation is tending to create uneasiness in 
the minds of the public.—(Times telegram.)

NEW JAPANESE LOAN. 


INDUCEMENT TO AMERICAN 


SUBSCRIBERS. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

A twenty-two million dollar 6 per cent. 
Japanese Bank Loan, at 99}, for subscription 
in the United States, described as payable in 
time of war as well as of peace, irrespective 
of the nationality of the holder, and without 
any declaration regarding citizenship, was 
announced last night by the National City 
Company. 

The World, commenting on the loan, says— 
“The phrasing of this loan contract, which 
is probably unique in American finance, was 
apparently brought about by the Japanese 
Eoclusion Act, and the known fears of 
American investors that war between the 
United States and Japan is a possibility at 
some later time.” ‘‘ It is worded,’ the news- 
paper adds, ''to appease such fears, and in- 
duce investors to acquire bonds they might 
otherwise leaye alone.” The bonds are un- 
conditionally guaranteed by the Japanese 
Government.—/(Reuter. )

BARGAINING OVER THE 
RUHR WITHDRAWAL. 


CRUX OF THE LONDON 
CON FERENCE,

The Times in a leading article upon the 
Reparations Conference remarks that the 
question that now overshadows the Con- 
ference and retards its last steps to complete 
success is that of the military evacuation of 
the Ruhr. Once this is settled there is prac- 
tically nothing for the delegates to do but to 
sign the protocols and go home, It is not 
settled yet. 

The French Government have gone very far 
in their acceptance of the Dawes plan, adds 
The Times. They have had many difh- 
culties to contend with in the anxious and 
divided state of French public opinion, and 
they have deserved, and have received, 
special and very sympathetic consideration. 
It would be most unfortunate if at the last 
moment M. Herriot. who has shown such a 
conciliatory spirit throughout, were to en- 
danger the success of the whole Conference 
by insisting on retaining troops in the Ruhr 
for no obviously legitimate purpose. 

There are suggestions of a bargain—of some 
aitempt to make the withdrawal of troops 
from the Ruhr depend on special com- 
mercial concessions from Germany to France. 
There are even hints of a revival ef the 
familiar idea of a.close combination between 
the French and German iron and coal indus- 
tries—an idea which would certainly not find 
favour in this country. Whatever commercial 
agreements may be made between France and 
Germany, they should certainly not be made 
under the pressure of a military occupation, 
for which no plausible grounds now remain. 

The Dawes scheme implies in practice a 
complete and final break with the Rubr 
policy. Its only chance of success lies in the 
open rejection of all alternatives and reser- 
vations, There is no purpose in making any 
remnants of the Ruhr nd Sea an Occasion for 
bargaining. The spirit of confidence and 
clear purpose can only be established by 

utting the whole strength of the policy of 

e great European nations into the thorough 
working of the scheme. And, finally, any at- 
tempt to keep the troops in the Ruhr for sub- 
sidiary purposes will make it extremely diffi- 
cult—if not impossible—to float the loan, on 
which the whole scheme depends. The ques- 
tion of military evacuation should be settled 
frankly and simply at once.

‘MR. COBHAM WINS AT 106 


MILES AN HOUR.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

The air race for all-British machines for the 
sb Cup ended in a victory for Mr. Alan 
J. Cobham, a well-known long-distance flyer, 
piloting a DH 50. He completed the course 
of 952 miles at an average speed of 106.66 
miles an hour. In last year’s race he was 
the “‘runner-up’’ for the cup, and in 1922 he 
secured third place. Last year he won the 
Britannia Cup for a 12,000-mile tour of 
Europe. He is chief pilot of the Haviland 
Hire Service, and operated the experimental 
Manchester-Belfast service in the early months 
of this year. 

The official result, issued tonight by the 
Royal Aero Club, the organisers of the con- 
test, was :—

These were the only competitors to finish 
the race within the time limit. Of the other 
five who started the race at Martlesham 
Heath, near Woodbridge, and at Felix- 
stowe, at 5.50 a.m., four had to retire 
owing to mechanical casualties. They were 
Frank Courtney, Siddeley Siskin ITI., who won 
the trophy last year; Mr. J. King, Martin- 
syde F 6; Captain H. ©. Baird, Supermarine 
Napier, ‘‘ Seagull” Amphibian; and Mr. F. 
L. Barnard, D H 50. The tenth remaining 
competitor, Colonel the Master of Sempill, 
Supermarine Napier “ Seagull’ Amphibian, 
did not report at Falmouth, the last turning 
point on the course, until 5.10 p.m. He 
reached Lee-on-the-Solent at 6.30 p.m. 

The contest was a handicap race, open to 
British subjects and all-British aeroplanes 
and seaplanes, the first time that the two 
types had competed against one another. 
There were really three types in competition 
—even land aeroplanes, two amphibians, and 
one seaplane. 

Captain Macmillan, who finished second on 
the handicap, piloted the seaplane, which for 
two-thirds of his jourrey had to travel 
across — land. ‘Rather a novel ex- 
perience for a man in a seaplane,’ said 
the captain at the finish. He also had 
another novel experience. All the machines 
had to fly across the pier at Lee-on-the- 
Solent, but the captain landed to the west 
of the pier. A motor car was sent to warn 
him of his mistake, and he set to work to 
get his machine up again. He then crossed 
the pier. Had he gone on originally the 
result of the race might have been different. 

The weather conditions at Lee-on-the-Solent 
at the finishing point were ideal. The sun 
shone virtually throughout the day, and there 
was a strong, pleasant breeze. Thousands of 
spectators assembled to see the arrival of the 
competitors. 

The first to reach Lee was Flight Lieu- 
tenant W. G. Jones on the Siddeley Siskin, 
who arrived shortly after one o'clock, He 
acccomplished the fastest time for the course, 
making 126.15 miles an hour. Butler was the 
next, soon followed by MacMillan, Payn, and 
Cobham. 

Mr. J. King fell at Newcastle, the unaer 
carriage of his Martinsyde F6 being broken. 
Mr. F. L. Barnard’s Siddeley Puma struck a 
haystack when landing at Ayr, and smashed 
the propeller. 

Captain H. C. Baird, Supermarine Napier 
Amphibian, also had bad luck. His propeller 
came off, and he had to alight at Newcastle. 
Mr. F. Courtney, Siddeley Siskin III., had 
propeller trouble over the Wash, and had to 
descend near Hull. 

From Martlesham and Felixstowe the course 
ran due north to Leith, thence turned west- 
ward to Dumbarton, from which point it 
swung south to Falmouth, Pendennis Castle 
here being the last turning point before the 
finish at Lee-on-the-Solent.

Two flying officers stationed at Shotwick 
Aerodrome, Chester, were killed in a flight 
yesterday morning. They were Flying 
Officers Hillier and Shaw, who, having com- 
pleted their training, were out on a Bristol 
fighter. After half-an-hour’s flying, accord- 
ing to an eye-witness, Mr. Shaw, the pilot, 
put the machine into a spiral spin. The 
aeroplane appeared to nose dive, and, when 
some distance from the ground, Mr. Hillier 
jumped out. Mr. Shaw fell with the aero- 
plane, the engine embedding itself three feet 
in the ground.

The phenomenon will! last 
for such an unusually long time because the 
moon will pass nearly centrally through the 
shadow of the earth. iú 

Our Astronomical Correspondent, writing 
in last Wednesday's Trich Times, 
remarked:—Points which the ordinary 
spectator or the observer with a 
small telescope may usefully note are 
the colour and illumination of the eclipsed 
Moon. She rarely disappears entirely in the 
shadow, and is usually quite distinctly visible, 
hut of a dark, ruddy or copper colour. A 
dark ¢clipse when the Moon becomes nearly, 
if not anite, invisible, is thonght to indicate a 
much-clouded condition of the Earth's atmos- 
phere and to forebode wet weather, whereas 
a bright one would indicate a fine season to

QUEEN TAILTE.

A VISION PLAY. 


“The Vision Play of Queen Táille” was 

roduced vesterday afternoon at the Theatre 
Seat Dublin. The author is Major 
A. T. Lawlor, National Army, who 
has given in the play the results 
of his researches into the records of the past 
with the object of reconstructing and _ por- 
traying the story of the Queen and the life 
of her times. The forms and most of the 
language used by him are drawn from Gaelic 
literature and tradition. A seanchuidhe or 
narrator (Miss Elizabeth Young) recites the 
story of the Queen to the accompanying chant 
of the cantora (Mr. M. J. Dolan and Mr. 
F, J. McCormick). After each of the six 
narrations there is shown an aisling, or vision, 
depicting in living tableau what the sean 
chuidhe has just described. Nothing is 
spoken during the aisling, which tells its story 
completely by rhythmical movements to the 
accompaniment of music. 

The aisling, as a series of spectacles, of 
life and colour and movement, with appropri- 
ate scenery and stage accessories, are beauti- 
ful alike to the eye and to the imagination ; 
and the lines are spoken with marked effect 
by Miss Young. 

It cannot be said that there was anything 
very brilliant in the portrayal of the char- 
acters in the aislingi.

FREE STATE ROADS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr.—Roads become worse and worse as 
time goes on and public bodies more and more 
confused by Government interference and 
out-of-joint supervision. The Tullamore in- 
vestigation reveals only what is pretty genera! 
and well known—the Government inspector 
in want of adjectives to denounce the condi 
tion of the roads; the County Surveyor in 
want of money to repair them. £1,000 to 
£2,500 per mile beggars ratepaying capacity ; 
while Government contribution, where and 
when it materialises, carmes some unworkable 
stipulation. A “pot-holed™ route, not a 
thousand miles from Offaly, has been recently 
‘‘ ploughed,’’ heavily metalled, heavily rolled, 
and has again borne a forward crop of new 
pot-holes—all within two months. Road-work 
ull over at present is like an effort to atop 
the tide of destruction with a hay-fork. The 
Automobile Association might rise to the 
occasion and put up a few samples of road- 
surfacing as an object lesson to all whom it 
may concern, including, incidentally, the 
motoring public. These samples need not be 
a fulsome copying of methods used in Eng 
land, where money is always abundant, but 
work of a class and cost suitable to an im- 
poverished, over-taxed, unfortunate Ireland, 
which, withal, bids fair to become the motor- 
car-drivingest of countries. 

Tyre specialists ate much to blame and 
should be shown that they have duties as well 
as privileges. Present tyres are demons of 
read destructiveness. The new-fangled 
‘balloon’ is worst of all—careering along 
like a high-speed, rolling octopus, mopping up 
the charitably smoothed surface. Longevity, 
speed, non-slip, petrol-saving are the tyre 
virtues sought—never a thought of road 
damage or of the unfortunate ratepayers. The 
introduction of any harder medium to break 
the adhesive contact of the tyre reduces its 
destructive effect. The wide-spreading new 
tyre could well afford the adoption of a road- 
saving shield. 

Meantime, until a better behaved tyre is 
produced, and as an incentive to inventive 
genius, hard stone surfacing, and nothing but 
stone, the coarser the better, is the remedy. 
The arch enemy of lasting roads is the stone- 
crusher. Its ontput, so largely made up of 
useless, fine refuse and dust, is all used up. 
This refuse is so pleasant to handle and gives 
such a ‘‘ velour’’ surface; but unfortunately 
it has a short life, if a pleasant one. Hand- 
broken stone gives a far better result; but, 
in the interest of economy, it should be broken 
in place, with long-handled “‘ stand-up’’ 
hammers and to a much larger-gauge than 
usual; then raked into evenness, keeping the 
larger stone on top and rolled with the 
minimum of matrix. _‘‘ Ploughing *’ destroys 
the strength of the old, consolidated crust, 
and is altogether unnecessary where the 
dressing exceeds three inches thick. Tar and 
bitumen are wasted on the country routes; 
put. their value into stone. It is not a tem- 
porary skating rink the country wants, but 
a hard-wearing, lasting surfate.—Yours, etc.,
